{MRS. SOIINEV'S WILL. 

Loudon, Dee. 10— The English will of 
Mrs. Mary Selmey, the benefactress ol' 
'Pittsburg, Pa., who died here in 'Novem- 
ber, was diled today. It leaves all the 
property to her children, The value ot 
the estate is $4,300,000. Andrew Carne- 
gie and other executors of will are given 
.^0,000 each. 



Koine, 'Dec. 10.— According to the 
Trihuna, the Vatican hud Midden wealth 
poured into its cotters yesterday. Jj'or 
some time sums which 'were known to 
be possessed by Pope Leo were looked 
for without result, the search toward the 
end being somewhat feverish. Cardinal 
'Gotti, prefect of the propaganda, ac- 
companied by one of the late Pope's sec- 
retaries, drove to the Vatican today, 
and getting out hurriedly began tuggiug 
at a heavy object in the carriage. As- 
sistance was ottered, 'but it was firmly 
refused, and the two carried the myste- 
rious object to the apartments of Pope 
Pius. Intense curiosity wan aroused by 
the action, as it was believed to have 
some relation to the missing wealth. 11 
soon became known, however, that the 
bag contained $0,000,000 in bank notes. 

When Cardinal Gotti entered the pres- 
ence of the Pope, be sank to las knees 
and pointing to his burden, said: "Vour 
holiness, the lamented Leo, just before 
his death, confided to me the money 
which I now lay at your feet, saying that 
it' .1 succeeded him to use it as 1 thought 
best, but if another took his place, 1 
-was to turn it over to him after a period 
of four months had elapsed. This I now 
do in the presence of Mgr. Marzcleni, 
-who has been the only other person to 
share the secret." 

The Pope was much affected. The Tri- 
huna goes on to relate that just about 
tho time tfc>is scene was being enacted iu 
the papal apartments, an electrician 
while removing the hangings in the late 
Pope Leo's chamber in order to get at 
the electric light wires, found in a hole 
iu the wall several bags carefully bid- 
den. These bags when opened were 
tound to contain $1,850,000 in gold. 

The Associated Press is authorized to 
announce that the truth is that the pres- 
ent Pope, immediately after his acces- 
sion to the throne received $8,400,000 
as indicated in part of the late Pope's 
will, which -was not made public. The 
deliverey of the money was effected by 
.Cardinals 'Gotti, Rantpolla and Cretonia, 
Pope .Leo's ex ecutors, who brought the 
large part of the bonds from the propa- 
ganda, where they were kept. 

The linancial condition of the Pope 
was somewhat unsatisfactory, and caus- 
es the Pope preoccupation. When the 
temporal power fell, Pius IX., partly 
because he was generous and partly be- 
cause he sincerely thought the occupa- 
tion of Home would not last long, main- 
tained tho salaries, of all the clerks, olil- 
cers and soldiers who. did not take 
service under the Italian government, 
which represented a great outlay for 
years. Recently pensions were dimin- 
ished, but even "now the annual expendi- 
ture of the Vatican amounts to about 
$1,400,000. It is further denied that 
l'ope Leo spent less money than when

Nanaimo, Dec. 10. — Vancouver out- 
classed and defeated tho Hornets to- 
day — two goals and three tries, nine- 
teen points, to nil. The home team 
lacked practice Vancouver played like 
a machine, the backs doing beautiful 
work. Nanaimo forwards gained ground 
repeatedly by clever dribbling, but the 
opposing backs never let them through. 

In the Vancouver team Boss, both the 
Marpoles and Worsnoy played a good 
game. Tait converted two tri"s from 
difficult points. The Killeeus, Snow- 
dons and Dobsou did good work for 
Nanaimo. 

. Vancouver won the toss. They rushed 
the ball into Nanaimo territory, where it 
was cleverly stopped by Marshall. .Na- 
naimo dribbled, invading the Vancouver 
end. A series of live-yard scrums made 
things look dangerous for the visitors, 
hut tho ball passed with machine-like 
precision and carried the game clear 
back to tho home end. Tho ball was 
dropped and Dempster score from a line- 
out. Not converted. 
• Vancouver was again dangerous, but 
/Nanaimo, favored by dribbling and 
scrimmaging, relieved tho situation. lM.ar- 
jmle stopped a rush with a splendid run 
and recovered lost ground. Nanaimo 
conceded a touchdown. Another pretty 
combination by the visiting backs broke 
like a wave over tho huge form of .lake 
Killeen. Again the homo forwards 
cliinbed up to Vancouver only to lose 
.ground gained, when the risitmg bucks 
got the pigskin. Half ended, Vancouver 
one try, Nanaimo nil. 
, lu tho second half the superiority of 
the visitors' backs became more and 
tnoro apparent. The homo defence was 
quite inadequate, btu the homo for- 
wards, who were lighting a losing game, 
rallied again and again, dribbling in 
splendid style they invaded the Vancou- 
ver end time after time only to be swept 
back by that terrible line of backs. 
Early in this half tho game was forced 
into home twenty-live. From a live- 
yard scrum Jenkins scored, Tait convert- 
ing a very dilllcult chance. Eddie Mar- 
shall showing a sudden gleam of his old 
form, got the ball, but Vancouver had 
him marked. VVorshop took the sphere 
and going through opponents like a loco- 
motive scored. Tait again converted 
with a beautiful kick. Aauaimo rallied, 
Dobeson, Suowden, Ivilleen making a 
splendid rush, for once looked like scor- 
ing. Scrum followed about on the line. 
Vancouver relieved again, Nanaimo 
forging up the field, fighting every inch 
of the way and forced Vancouver to 
touch down. Scrums followed live 
yards from the visitors' line and Na- 
naimo's chances of scoring were the 
brightest of any they had iu the game, 
but Vancouver cleared at last. The 
(backs f'onud nobody between them and 
the goal and Springer scored, the try not 
being converted. Two minutes hue. 
Marpolo and Thomas fell on tiie ball 
together behind the line and the fifth try 
was registered. 

Tho Hornets played on desperately 
as became their traditions, showing up 
best at forward end and finishing in a 
furious but ineffectual dash into for- 
eign territory. 

The intermediate game was one of 
the prettiest ever seen here. The visi- 
tors won by two tries to one. Just be- 
fore the whistle blew, Donaldson, of 
Vancouver, had his leg broken in two 
places by a kick, lie was removed to 
the hospital in the ambulance.

For Funerals 



Driver's Strike in Chicago Adds 
Painful Disturbances to 
Sad Events. 



Ambulance Service of the City 
(Vlay Be Tied Up Next 
Week, 



Chicago, Dec. 10— Undertakers wag- 
ons and street cars were used to convey 
the dead to tho cemeteries today. In 
nearly every instance the funerals were 
watched by union pickets stationed to 
see that livery carriuges did not par- 
ticipate. Tho most prominent funeral 
of the day was that of Supreme Court 
Judge Jonas Hutchinson, whose remains 
were taken to Oakwood cemetery in an 
undertaker's wagon, while the private 
carriages of his personal friends were 
used for the family. 

Some disturbance was caused ut the 
funeral of Mrs. Anna Vleok, a lioue- 
mian woman, who was murdered three 
days ago by her husband. The under- 
taker was hooted and the police were 
called iu to keep the crowds back. 

Police protection against strikers for 
funeral corteges on their way to ceme- 
teries was demanded tonight by the liv- 
ery associations and was promptly prom- 
ised. The chief declined to allow the 
ollicors to bo seated on or drive the ve- 
hicles bearing the bodies, however. 

"This interference with the burial of 
the dead is the meanest of the business 
the police had to cope with," said Chief 
O'Neill tonight. "No attacks have yet 
been made on ambulances 'bearing tho 
sick, but the undertakers expressed 
fears that such would soon be the case. 
It is said that teamsters have threat- 
ened to drive the poles of their trucks 
through ambulances." 

In cases of death from diphtheria and 
scarlet fever where- quick burial is de- 
manded the strikers expected to have 
grave results as the infection may spread 
if funerals are delayed. Mayor Harri- 
son says he will take the strike up 
when it is officially brought to bis at- 
tention.

A funeral street ear, instead of a hearse 
as well as a police guard, was utilized 
by Undertaker Joseph Blake to circum- 
vent striking pickets from whom vio- 
lence was feared at the funeral uf the 
'baby daughter of Joseph Keefer, presi- 
dent of the company. _ 
, The mourners boarded a second car 
and the tl'lp was made to Oakwood Cem- 
etery. The Keefer residence was sur- 
rounded at the time of the funeral by 
pickets. 

A more serious phase of the strike de- 
velopeu today in the threatened spread 
of the tie uii to include stablemen and 
stockmen. Should these men go out 
the ambulance service of the city will 
be seriously crippled. Pressure is being 
brought to bear upon tho men employed 
in these departments to induce them to 
call a sympathetic strike. Permission to 
move sick from their homes to hos- 
pitals was denied in several instances by 
striking livery drivers. 

A "dead" wagon, driven 'by a son of 
Undertaker Pcrrigo,- returning from 
Graceland cemetery after a burial, was 
pursued through town streets by u coal 
wagon, whose union driver attempted to 
rani the undertaking van under the pole 
of his wagon. Lashing his horses into a 
gallop young Perrigo managed to es- 
cape.

She went thence to Siberia and 
took a cargo of salmon to Hakodate where 
she loaded '-',000 tons of sulphur and was 
bringing that tu San Francisco and Victoria 
when lost.

After many vicissitudes 
and flying many Hugs, and In many own- 
ers' hands, since her arrival at Victoria— 
her introduction to this coast— in 1S>7, Hie 
old Miwaueusc has been totally wrecked 
on Mie coast of Japan after leaving Hako- 
date with a cargo of sulphur for San Fran- 
cisco, m- which port It Is understood to 
have been consigned to the Victoria Chem- 
ical works. She is a wreck ner Murorau, 
the coaling port on the northern coast of 
Japan, where She called for bunker coal. 
On Thursday, after grounding, she began 
to break up, and the sblpuund her. cargo 
of sulptiur are a total loss. Information 
received by the (Merchant's Exchange Is 
that the steamer sailed from Hakodate with 
her cargo <if salphur on Friday of last week 
and grounded on Tuesday— news to that ef- 
fect appearing in the Colonist on the fol- 
lowing day. Now later advices received 
i'rom Ca|)t. Cunnaughton of the Manauense 
are to {he effect that she lias been totally 
lost and breaking to pieces off the Japanese 
const. Details of the disaster are still luck- 
ing. 

The Manauense has been the text of col- 
pmn after column In the newspapers of 
the I'acLUe coast since she arrived hero with 
a cargo of whiskies and Englishmen who 
were bound to the Klondike during the rush 
of lS'.n. An expedition was formed in Eng- 
land and the Manauense started for Vic- 
toria— a cargo consigned to local merchants 
being brought— and from this port the 
steamer was to have continued to St. 
St. Michael, and with light draught stern- 
wbeeJers, send her gold-seekers up the Yu- 
kon to the Klondike. But the plans went 
r.glee, and there were law suits. Then 
t:,c Maiieuense ran to St. Michael and after 
a short time came to Victoria for repairs, 
which her owners would not pay for, and 
sao was libeled. At that stage her master 
absconded, nnd after some negotiations she 
wu# sold and taken to San Francisco by 
her new owners, who had chartered her— 
great Is politics In the United States — to 
the U. S. government. The steamer was 
totally unfitted for u transport, being too 
old and too small, but great Is politics in 
that country, and the United States gov- 
ernment paiil $ir>0 a day to a syndicate 
until they had more than bought the ves- 
sel for Ucr use. Her boilers leaked and 
she proved unsatisfactory, and there were 
enquiries, scandals and whitewashing at 
San Francisco. Then stie was chartered by 
a transportation company and again ran to 
Alaska, changing hands several times. 

About two years ago she was gought by 
Capt. B. B. Calne of Seattle, nnd associates, 
and they sought an American register for 
her— she had retained the British, register 
— but Kiev failed to Becure one. Then when 
it seemed that the United States would 
purchase the Danish West Indies stie was 
one of the number or British vessels which 
V. S. owners had registered at St. Thomas,

■ Mr. Henri Bourassa, M. P., the other 
day addressed a linge public meeting in 
IJueDee City, on what should in his 
opinion bo 'Canada's general policy. lie 
strongly condemned Mr. Chamberlain's 
policy oE (fiscal federation and indeed 
any alternative policy of Imperial uni 
location, to affect Canada, anil called 
upon all French Canadians to support 
ldm iu these views. lie thus .practically 
niade> ji hid ior the leadership of 
'Canada Separatist party, largely 'French 
and therefore based on the misuse of 
nice distinctions as found in our Do- 
minion. 

.Mr. Bourassa loudly asserted, con- 
trary to fact, that Canada would lose 
much of her national liberty and gain 
little, by further connection with the 
.Mother Country and other parts of the 
Empire, whilst lie seenis to have wholly 
omitted to note the material and other 
•benefits to accrue to Canada, as to all 
other '.British subjects by their (partak- 
ing of the advantages of an almost world 
wide system of mutual trade preference, 
as also by retaining the great advan- 
tage, in these days of travel and change 
of home and residence, of the assured 
maintenance for (Canadians of the pres- 
ent rights of common imperial citizen- 
ship. 

Further stating facts only to be 
almost the next day corrected in this 
respect 'by Mr. \Y. 1\ Barker, the Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Club of Toronto, 
Mr. iBournesa declared that that impor- 
tant body of very representative Ontario 
men of business and publicists was even 
more opposed than himself to a .policy of 
Imperial preference, the very contrary 
being the case with the Club. 
, The member for Lunelle has thus 
made a very bad beginning of a 
deplorable cause, the success of which 
wholly depends on Hie creation of 
a dangerous racial discussion amongst 
our own pecple. The mischief which 
-Mr. iBonrassa may do by this prop- 
aganda on which lie has now en- 
tered, may be only too far reaching, un- 
less checked as he certainly should be by 
some emphatic warning from one who 
is still supposed to he his nominal leader, ! 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

We sincerely trust that onr (Dominion 
Premier will rise to the occasion and by 
words and acts of statesmanship do his 
utmost to prevent any large further de- 
velopment of a movement which tends 
not only towards Imperial disintegration, 
but also to similar national disintegra- 
tion. 

The best and wisest amongst us, desire 
that we in Canada, although of various 
races, shall continue one strong self- 
governing people under the ting and the 
tutelage of the greatest Empire which 
the world lias over seen. Thus united 
we are of the strong and yearly growing 
stronger, divided as ..Mr. Bourassa 
would have ns, Ave should fall easy prey 
indeed to any foreign foe.

ASSESSMENT ACT. 

Sir, — Iu -our report of the meeting of the 
Jloard of Trade last night. It is stated that 
1 seconded the resolution of .Mr. Carter. The 
resolution was scecondod by .Mr. Laird, and 
I spoke la support of It, though your neces- 
sarily condensed report hardly gives the 
Impression that I desired to convey in my 
argument. Most of ttie provisions which 
have been criticized in the present Assess- 
ment Act r.re either adopted from the last 
Act or are the logical development of prin- 
ciples coutalned la that Act. 

It is true that the trader Is not now per- 
mitted to deduct from the assessed value 
of his stock the portion ot tin? purchase 
money still owing to the vendor, but, to 
counterbalance this, he Is allowed to de- 
duct from his assessment, debts owing to 
him equal to one half the value of his stock 
whereas under the old Act all debts owing 
to him had to he Included. 

It would certainly appear that under the 
present Act money on deposit is subject to 
1 per cent pels. noil property tax which, at 
the customary rate of :i per cent Interest, 
amounts to :cs per cent of ttie Income, but 
such deposits were liable to personal prop- 
erty tax under the old Act. 

It is quite true that assessments of 
stocks at any tixed date will not lax all 
traders equally and tlint It is practically 
impossible to tax each trader on his maxi- 
mum stock of the year or on his average 
stock, and that It will hamper trade If 
merchants cense purchasing in order to 
have small stocks at the time of assess- 
ment. 

This objection can, however, he taken to 
the old Act as well as the present one. 

It is evident that a tax on the gross 
value ot the merchandise wtll press more 
severely on merchandise showing a low per- 
centage of profit than on merchandise show- 
ing a high percentage, and that this Is a 
handicap on a class of trade which there 
Is no reason toiliscourage. This Is as true 
of the provisions In the old Act as of those 
la the present Act. There would be no 
difficulty In further Illustrating this por- 
tion of my argument. 

If personal property tax on deposits and 
securities is made too serious a burden. It 
can be avoided by their Tcnioval from ttie 
province, which is certainly not to he de- 
sired, but it would be going too fnr to 
say that the trade of the province Is going 
to' be crippled because an Assessment Act 
is in force, the provisions of which are open 
to serious criticism. History shows that 
commerce can adapt Itself to almost ony 
conditions. 1 don't think (lint the commer- 
cial coinmuunlt'- ever realized wdiat was in- 
volved In the principles of the old Assess- 
ment Act, until It was brought home to 
tliem bv the increased taxation and more 
Stringent clauses of the present Act. and 
we can liardlv wonder, therefore, if neith- 
er partv in the legislative assembly im- 
agined that the trade of the province could 
be adversely affected by the logical de- 
velopment of principles already law and 
accepted without protest. 

This cannot, therefore, lie considered a 
partv question for net only politicians but 
the commercial community has net hither- 
to questioned the basis for toxntlon which 
[ S now condemned. Dndor such elrcum- 
seems to me that the way is 
tii,. appointment of a non-party 
, ..mmisslon to report upon tile means 
whereby the revenue required can h- oti- 
tnined so that everyone mav contribute 
fairly and In such a way as will not even 
tend' to rheck the development of com- 
merce and Industry. ^ &1 j AT/LCR0SS .

Sir, _In answer I" the remarks regarding 
the action of the Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, Board of Trade, on the Assessment 
Act us contained hi your article on the | 
17tb lust, 1 am directed to say tuut Iu pre- 
paring tlgures for the Information ol Its 
members, tile Hoard dealt with, tile actual 
amounts that would have been pa.d accord- 
ing to assessment as made under the old 
Act. 

In dealing with the illustration Of a mer- 
chant currying $300,000 In sloes and book 
accounts on a capital of $75,003, you claim 1 
that under the old Act he should have paid 
Ualf per cent on $225,000, or tax of 
SI, 125, as against $2,023 under the new 
Ad. in doing so the board believes that 
you unintentionally lose sight of the fact 
that personal piopcrty under the old Act | 
Is not uulv stock, hut nlso book accounts. | 
The exemption provides that any Just debt 
Incurred in the accumulation of tills per- 
sonal property can be deducted. Tne hoard 
therefore, claims that under ttie old Act 
it nils tin' Intention that n merchant <le.nl. 1 
he taxed upon bis net worth, which in this 
case, would be, as we stated before, $75,000, 
and ins tuxes accordingly would be $370. 
Ttie foundation for this elnliu Is the fact 
that 'Judging by the practice in tile past, 
as far as Ibe board Is aware, the assessor 
made ids assessment on the basis of the 
taxpayer's net worth. 

The figures prepared show, in ttie opin- 
ion of the board, that 11 very heavy burden 
hi being placed upon trade and commerce 
generally throughout the province, and 
calculated to have a very Injurious efleet, 
lint only mi those already In business, but 
In keeping out Intending Investors. A 
c. rel'ul examination of tile percentages "f 
taxes paid under tie; new Act by merchants 
In trade, as against others with the same 
amount of Income', or capital, must con- 
vince anyone that a merchant will pay a 
much larger proportion of taxes than Is his 
Just share. 

Iii conclusion, I am directed to say that 
while' ttie hoard considers il necessary to 
make tills explanation, It lias no intention 
of going Into a controversy over the mat- 
ter. The Victoria illoard of Trade Is not a 
political body, and the protest made against 
the passage of the new Assessment Act has 
not been made with any desire to embarrass 
tile government, and any deputations from 
Itie board that wailed on the government 
was composed of both. Conservatives and 
Liberals.

The collec- 
tion is n most elaborate one, and In- 
cludes 11 nli] ue examples of water coolers, 
images ami vessels shaped on the lines 
of the Amphora of the Creeks and 
Romans. All bear evidence of extreme 
age. and must be extremely rare. in 
addition to the pottery there are ex- 
amples of ancient basket work am 
fabrics, both of the Toltec period and 
of the earlier times of the Spaniards 
in Mexico. The entire collection will lie 
on view this week, and will doubtless 
attract a great (leal of attention, as it is 
seldom that so complete ami valuable 
an exhibit of the works of the early 
inhabitants of this continent is seen 
outside the walls of the largest mus- 
eums.

It hits seldom been the fortunate lot 
of a Victoria Association {optbull en- 
thusiast to witness a better game than 
that yesterday afternoon on the Oak 
Hay grounds, when Victoria defeated 
the Garrison by three goals to two.

POST HOLE NOT 
PROPERLY COVERED 



So Said Coroner's Jury in In- 
quest on Victim of Victoria 
West Tragedy. 



A verdict of accidental death, with the 
rider to the effect that the jury found 
that the post holes in one of which John 
Keiitiield, aged 11 years, came to his 
death, were not properly covered, and 
recommended that such holes be covered 
•by (pieces of timber not less than two 
inches thick by twelve inches wide and 
eight feet loin:, was returned by the 
coroner's jury summoned by the coroner, 
Or. P. C. 'Hart, yesterday to enquire 
into the circumstances touching the tragic 
death of the unfortunate boy who enmo 
to his death on Thursday by falling head 
first into an open post hole which had 
heeii made a month previously by the 
employees of the telephone company, 
and was uncovered. 

-Mrs. Clarissa Keutffeld, the boy's step- 
mother, gave evidence that at 2:15 p. m. 
on Thursday she had sent the boy to 
Sounder's grocery and he did not return. 
.Becoming alarmed, at ij:'M p. m. she 
reported tho .fact that the boy was miss- 
ing. Sigurd Borgeusen, a boy who knew 
hun, gave evidence of seeing the Kent- 
field hoy on the corner of Springfield 
avenue and Esquimult road, several 
blocks from the scene of the accident, 
at 3:30 p. m. John A. Kentlield, the 
boy's father, testified that he returned 
to his home on Russel street at H-.'M, 
and finding that the boy was missing, 
he reported to the police. -He surcbeo 
all night for the boy and came to the 
police station in the early morning. On 
Ids way back he searched the Indian 
reserve thoroughly and was going home- 
ward when he found the boy in ttio post 
hide, his head downward in three feet 
of water and his feet sticking out. He 
pulled the dead boy from the hole, which 
was live feet deep and notified the po- 
lice. 

! Dr. R. L. J'Taser gave evidence of 
having performed a post mortem exam- 
ination and found that the 'boy had come 
to Ids death by drowning. Constable .1. 
A. Woods- guvo evidence that he had 
found the body alongside the hole where 
the father had left it. at 'J:'M a. m. on 
Friday. The hole was five feet three 
and a half inches deep, twenty-six inches 
across and had three teet and one and a 
half inches of water in it. It had been 
made for a telephone post to be placed 
there by the telephone company's work- 
men. It was about eight feet from the 
sidewalk and was uncovered. There 
were ten other similar holes in the neigh- 
borhood, all covered, although not very 
well. A child could fall through into 
some. 

James Cummillgs, construction fore- 
man for the telephone company, stated 
that the holes had been started on No- 
vember 3rd and work had been done 
now and then since: Work had been 
stopped, die had directed the work and 
had been construction foreman for seven 
years, during which time lie had had 
no complaint or accident reported. The 
covers of theso holes were usually made 
of convenient material. All the holes 
had been covered. Several times the 
covers had been taken off and he had re- 
placed them. 

John Tamblyn, post-hole digger for the 
telephone company, said he had made 
the post holes at Victoria West two 
months ago. The hole in which the boy 
had fallen had been made for a mouth*. 
He had covered it when completed with 
three 'boards oue by six inches. He had 
seen it uncovered several times since and 
had recovered it. 

.Sidney Shore, who lives in Victoria 
West, deposed that he had passed the 
nlaco where the holes had been made 
four or five times a day regularly. Some 
lime ago he had reported the condition 
of the holes to Aid. Cameron, who had 
promised to have the police attend to 
them. He had seen tho post lades un- 
covered several times since tlimi. They 
were poorly covered and he had never 
seen this hole in which the boy fell prop- 
erly covered. He had never reported to 
the telephone company as lie did not 
know that the holes had been made by 
that company. 

After hearing the evidence the jury 
returned a verdict of accidental dentil 
as above stated, with the rider that in 
the opinion of the jury the holes were 
not properly covered, and they would 
recommend that such hoi. s be covered by 
timbers of not less than two inches by 
twelve inches and eight feet Iuiil'.

When 1 lay 
down iny pen for the last time I wish 
to do so with the feeling that 1 have 
never by word or by deed -wilfully given 
Pain to any persons now living by east- 
ing unwarranted aspersions on their 
dead, or that anything that I may have 
Written has called a plush to the cheek 
of the most delicately-minded person. 
If in the long ago there was a loosening 
of the moral cords that now hind so- 
ciety closely together and make lite 
enjoyable, 1 am surely not to blame tor 
stating facts as they occurred.

Edu- 
cate them as you may, drill into them 
Christian nnd moral precepts and set 
them a noble example, point out the 
two courses, the one leading to moral 
and physical shipwreck, the other to a 
happy and an honorable career, and in 
spite of all that may be said and done 
many will follow the trail of the wick- 
ed nnd plunge headlong to destruction. 
Sir Joseph Needham, one of the most 
accomplished and ablest jurists who 
have sat on the bench. of '.British Col- 
umbia, when sentencing a criminal was 
accustomed to remind the wretched ob- 
ject that the law was never vindictive — 
that it was merely a deterrent — that 
sentences were not imposed in the 
way of punishment, but to warn others 
similarly disposed of the fate that await- 
ed them should they follow the same 
path. A criminal, then, when awarded 
a sentence becomes a scarecow. So- 
ciety casts him out when the turnkey 
Jogs his footsteps, and the penitentiary 
yawns and opens its jaws to admit him. 
Until his offense lias been expiated and 
the outraged law has been vindicated, 
be stands before his fellows as a terrible 
example and as one whose evil inlluence 
is to be shunned. I have never been 
able to see the force of iSir Joseph's 
reasoning. While 1 reluctantly concede 
that tho law may he philanthropic in 
its aim, in the hands of some men.it has 
often been couverted into an instru- 
ment of oppression and injustice for 
which there is no redress. The victim 
must forevermore on this earth bear 
upon his character the brand of a 
blighted career. Hut these reflections 
have not the slightest bearing on the 
tale I am about to unfold.

In the earlier chapters of these chron-

While character may often bo read

•Pearson, p. R, S.. points out that the 
value of the indications can be estimated 
only from careful statistics. Tabulated 
observations upon large numbers of 
school children have given interesting 
results. The color of the eyes seem 
to have some relation to conscientious- 
ness. 71 per cent of boys with light 
eyes being keenly conscientious, while 
toe percentage was only (>I in boys with 
dark eyes. iCurliness or smoothness of 
tho hair has slight significance, if any. 
The color of the hair js more important. 
71 per cent of the red-haired being 
keenly conscientious, but only GO per 
cent of t| u . dark-haired and 55 per cent 
of the blnck-haired. The very dark- 
h-'ired show twice as many individuals 
of sullen temper as the red-haired, al- 
though the red-haired are much more 
quick-tempered. The dark-eyed ore 
rather healthier than (he light, but the 
latter show rather higher intelligence. 
Of shy and quiet people, 75 per cent 
are keenly conscientious, while the per- 
centage i'n the self-assertive is but

Mv object in thus 
hurrying was, if possible, to catch up 
with Lord IDufferin, who had been deput- 
ed by the British government to take 
over officially the Burmese territory re- 
cently annexed by us on the deposition 
of that bloodthirsty monarch, King 
Theebaw. 

I learnt at Suez that even if 1 con- 
tinued my journey without the slightest 
delay I should not catch up with the 
A^iceroy, and that he would be at least 
four days ahead of me. This was most 
provoking, but as hitherto I had always 
been successful in "getting there" I 
resolved to continue my journey and 
chance it. Something might turn up to 
delay his lordship's departure from Cal- 
cutta, tnd I might yet be in time. In 
the old days there was much more en- 
joyment on board Indian mail-steamers 
than in the .present time. Every evening 
there would bo a dance on deck, some- 
youthful sub, or young lady fresh from 
school, officiating at the piano. In the 
Hcd Sea of nights we would leave our 
stuffy cabins for the deck and sleep un- 
der the stars, the fairer sex, as a com- 
promise to the feelings of Mrs. Grundy,, 
being barricaded off from the men by a 
zareba of deck-chairs. Occasional pihow 
fights would take place between tho 
more frivolous of both sexes, but all 
innocent fun and amusement, and in tho- 
early morning tea and coffee were chiv- 
alrously linndod to the ladies over tho- 
fence of deck chairs by the gentlemen, 
before the former retired for the bath, 
parade. 

On arriving at Aden. I found to my 
great relief that the Viceroy had beem 
delayed through a slight indisposition 
in his journey down country to Calcutta, 
and therefore would not start for Bur- 
mah at the date already appointed. 

"Well," I thought, "this is good luck 
for me, if rather poor for the representa- 
tive of Her Most Gracious Majesty.. 
I may, after all, reach India in time!"' 
li had but little anxiety now, I felt that, 
my old luck was still standing by me.. 
When we at last arrived in Bomliay- 
1 found that by traveling straight on 
I should reach the capital on the very 
morning of the departure of Lord Dnr- 
ferin for Rangoon, I therefore would 
not wait for the passenger boat, hut by 
permission of the genial captain was 
allowed to be shot down with the let- 
ters on the main tender. When I ar- 
rived at the bottom of that shoot I felt 
that it was tender but in name! 

On landing with the letters I hurried 
to the railway station, and after sending; 
a telegram to the Viceroy's secretary, 
saying that I was coining, and wanted, 
if possible, to go on with the Viceregal, 
party, 1 was just in the nick of time- 
to catch the mail express for Crleutta.. 
The days and nights were hot on that 
special, and I arrived in the city partly 
roasted and somewhat boiled.

The Servian sentries on outpost duty 
on the snowy uplands of the- Balkans 
were frozen to death in appalling num- 
bers. I was, therefore, very pleased to

Crossing the Bay 
of Bengal a hurricane cropped up, and' 
for a day and a night it was touch- and- 
go whether we were going under, so 
terrible was the sea and so heavy laden 
was the ship. It: was nn experience 
1 shall always remember, for tho fqunii' 
came upon us as quick as a flash. Erom 
brilliant sunshine a darkness fell upon 
us like the blackest of nights. Tempes- 
tuous seas broke- over us from nil quar- 
ters, and for hours we expected funnel, 
masts, spars, and nil deck gear to be 
swept into the boiling ocean,,

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yTHE WEEK'S MINING

At the annual meeting, the other day, 
o£ the Associated Boards oE trade ot 
the Kootennyn, a resolution was discus- 
sed asking the Dominion Bovernme at 
to encourage "by bonus "^"J »* . 
the production of zinc in Br. tieb Cc Jlum- 
■hia. The matter was dinully left lor 
further consideration. The ineeting, 
however, passed n resolution recom- 
mending the removal o£ the duty on oil 
of the character used m connection 
with mo Elmore process. 

Manufacturers in California are evi- 
dently adverse to a duty being again 
placed on coal imported into the United 
Slate*. Harrison's last report states 
that a renewal of the import would 
naturally check the profitable importa- 
tion of British Columbian and Australian 
coals, while also it would prove a seri- 
ous drawback to San 'Francisco manu- 
facturing interests. The market tor 
steam coals is meanwhile growing, and 
it is to be noted that the Southern 1 a- 
eifio is again purchasing coal oil 
'tor fuel purposes on locomotives, hav- 
ing not seemingly proved as satisfactory 
as was first anticipated. Harrison fur- 
ther points out that the government ot 
the United States might well afford to 
dispense with t.he-rolatively trilling ad- 
dition to revenue gained by the former 
tax of (>7 cents por ton on coal imports, 
in consideration of the trade advantages 
alredy shown to have been afforded 
since the remission of the duty came 
into effect. 



' Last month's returns from the Tyco 
Copper Company were again most cred- 
itable, the large sum of .ft!5,7.'i">, atter 
deducting refining charges and amounts 
paid for custom ores, having been rea- 
lize otn the treatment of 6,340 tons. 

Dredging operations, which hiivo heen 
in steady progress at Tranquille creek, 
near Knmloops, during the summer 
months havo been suspended. It is 
said that very satisfactory returns were 
obtained, and work will be resumed in 
the spring. 

It is certainly an ill wind that blows 
nobody good, and since the failure of 
the iil-fated AVaverley, niine-ftporators 
have had the opportunity of buying 
very good machinery at a very econom- 
ical price. T'hus the Wavcrley plant,' 
which, by the way, was never even in- 
stalled at that mine, has now been twice 
sold, and still it is in the same condi- 
tion ns when first turned out by the 
manufacturers. Some time ago the mti- 
•chinery was purchased by the owners of 
the iMarble Bay mine, at Texiida, but 
Tbofore it was (shipped to the island, the 
mine was acquired by American capital- 
ists. Now, at length, it seems likely 
that the plant will find an ultimate des- 
tination for the last purchasers, the 
■company operating the Iron Mask at 
IKamloops, mean business, and directly 
:a few neccessary alterations to meet 
local treatment requirements are com- 
pleted, the machinery will be shipped to 
;the Coal Hill mine and there installed. 

A correspondent of the Inland Senti- 
nel, thus briefly summarises recent work 
in Cariboo: The year liXKl, that is now 
rapidly drawing to a close, has seen 
many interesting developments in Cari- 
boo, 'lne Hydraulic claims, owing to 
■the heavy rains, had a long, and in many 
cases, a successful season, it is reported 
that the Thistle Company, of S-Milo lake, 
cleaned up between !j?r>0,000 and !^7.">,- 
•000. 

Other claims that did well were the 
iWaverley, at Grouse creek, the First of 
May, where that veteran of miners, 
•lim Boyce, is an owner, and Basel I 
iCompany, on China and Cunningham 
■creeks. It has not been such n good 
season lor the deep diggings, which 
liave been handicapped by too much 
water, x'he Point worked for about six 
weeks, during which some line clean- 
ups were reported. Laird, on the Wil- 
low river, is at present pumping, and 
-although very little information is to 
ho obtained of Slough creek the com- 
pany is still in existence and still peg- 
fjins away. The greatest activity in 
mining operations has been at the 
Eleven of Englauv, or as it is now fash- 
ionably called, "La Fontaine." Quite 
ji fair-sized towgn lias arisen there, and 
the numerous buildings, otlices, ehaft- 
liouse, etc., and the installation of ina- 
-chinery reflect great credit on '.Manager 
Jiailey and his assistants. 'Bedrock has 
Jjcen reached in the shaft, and work in 
the tunnel is still steadily proceeding. 
The electric light wiil 'bo in opera- 
lion here shortly, and it is the unanimous 
wish that gold in dividend-paying quan- 
tities may be found to crown their ef- 
forts. September and October were 
ljusy months, especially around Barker- 
ville. 

' Two mills at Camborne made cleans 
nip last week. From the Cold Finch, a 
gold brick, valued at $2,500, was pro- 
duced from 175 tons of ore, while the 
products from the Eva is thought to 
have a value of about ^T,(XK >, but the 
icturns have not yet been made. A con- 
tract lias been let for the continuation of 

■development work on the Goldfinch, and 
mining in this district is very active geu- 

■erally. 

i At Poplar creek, the Beaullot claim, at 
Second Crossing, owned by a prospector, 
rejoicing in the name of Buffalo, has 
been bonded for $45,000. 

In the Slocau, at present, shipments 
are somewhat restricted by the inade- 
quacy el the snowfall, which has con- 
sequently interfered with effective raw- 
hiding from many of the mines. Lust 
■week an important -strike was reported 
lo have ben made on the Kuinbler- 
Cariboo, in the course of extending de- 
velopment to the 700-foot level, an ore 
ibody, two and a half feet wide having 
been encountered, assaying from 15<> to 
ZMO ounces in silver to the ton. Drifting 
on the find has so far demonstrated its, 
continuity. Since the summer three val 
liable new discoveries of ore have been 
made at this mine.

The annual meeting of the Gold Com- 
ipany was held at Knslo last week, But 
jio quorum being present, an adjourn- 
ment was taken sin die. 
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has been demonstrated that the loss of 
oil is a certain percentage, will the 
(White Bear escape almost, scot free in 
the matter of oil losses at its mill?

mill site about SO men nre employed, 
and every effort is being made to com- 
plete the mill buildiugs at the earliest 
possible date. It is expected that the 
main buildings will be roofed in by' the 
end of the present month, and that the 
initial consignments of machinery will 
1>e on hand shortly after that juncture. 
Thereafter the plant will arrive rapidly, 
and it is believed that the works will be 
in full operation early in the new year. 

An interesting legal case is now be- 
fore the courts. The action hinges on 
the fact that in 1901 the Bosslnnd Great 
Western Company, thru in the possession 
of the Nickel Elate mine, ran workings 
from the 600-foot level of the Nickel 
Plate into Centre Star group and stoped 
ores therefrom. For this trespass the 
'Centre Star Mining .Company seek 
damages. Further, it is asserted the 
'Nickel Plato mine lias been allowed to 
ifill with water, resulting in a heavy 
llux of water into Centre Star workings 
that would not result were Nickel Plate 
workings kept clear, and which is prob- 
ably aggravated by the trespass work- 
ings specified. The plaintiffs claim that 
the Bosslnnd 'Great Western Mining 
'Company stoped 7,'JOO tons of ore from 
'Centre Star group and demand recom- 
pense. It is asserted that the deal 
whereby the Rossland-Kootenay Com- 
pany acquired the Nickel Plate mine 
from the Roosland Great Western mine 
contemplated in specilie terms the ns- 
s'umius of the vendor company's liabil- 
ities by the merger concern. The de- 
fence is that the ore stoped from the 
Centre Star ground was never shipped, 
but was piled up alongside the Nickel 
Elate hoist, and now lies in the same 
place. This dump has been measured 
and sampled, the contents being ap- 
proximately I'.OOO tons with values 
ranging from $3 to .^-l per ton. The 
defence further is that the defendant 
company has, since the issue of the 
present writ, constructed heavy water- 
tight bulkheads at various levels to 
retain the water collecting in Nickel 
Plate workings, to which the complain- 
ants respoud that the bulkheads in 
question do . not accomplish the purpose 
intended. Evidence has been submitted 
to prove that during the months when 
the Nickel Plate works were full of 
water the extra cost of pumping at the 
Centre Star was something over .'5700 
per month, and that after the mine was 
pumped out to permit of the construc- 
tion of bulkheads the pumping charges 
were reduced to .<90 per month. The 
action is the 'first attempt to recover 
damages for underground trespass in 
British Columbia, which in .itself will 
constitute an important precedent in fu- 
ture legal procedure. Moreover, the 
question of the right of one miniug 
company to compel a second to keep its 
abandoned workings clear of water is 
involved, and the latter is no less inter- 
esting because the lives of men working 
in mines adjoining extensive deserted 
workings are asserted to be jeopardized.

shortly after her arrival In Rangoon. 
Here Lord Dufferin kept his word and 
befriended mo, giving me permission to 
take a berth in the advance guard-ship 
of -the Viceregal flotilla of three, the 
Sir William Peel; On the night of my 
arrival in Rangoon 1 left by train tot 
iprouie, the terminus of the rail on the 
ilrrawaddy. There were a company of 
iG-boorkas on board, a Catling, and some 
bluejackets, in case it was necessary 
to clear the banks of the river, if da- 
coits should attempt to stop the steamer. 
Therefore there was a touch of adven- 
ture about the journey, as well as the 
novelty of our surroundings. A quaint 
river is the Irruwaddy, a shallow and 
uncertain stream, which sometimes nec- 
essitated our steamer bugging the shore 
so closely that one could almost step 
on land. .Indeed, our armed force was 
absolutely necessary, so easy was it for 
any desperate men suddenly to attack 
and board us from the banks, down to 
which stretched mighty leak forests 
ami sombre, impenetrable jungle. Shafts 
of dazzling light occasionally sprang up 
from out 'the dense thicket as graceful 
pagodas reared their gold-tipped spires 
to the sun, and the silver tinkle of their 
temple bells lingered qulveringly 011 the 
air for miles after passing their vicinity. 

On the afternoon of the second day 
out we were rounding a sharp turn of 
the river a short distance from the 
temple city of Pegram, the "city 
of pagodas," when the Sir "William 
[Peel suddenly stuck iu mid- 
stream. "\Ve nt once reversed engines, 
but the paddles uselessly churned up 
the waters. We then threw out anchors 
and steadily steamed against them, but 
without avail- The unfortunate steam- 
er had fairly stuck. There was not 
the slightest movement forward, only a 
perceptible lurch to starboard as the 
sand began to silt up with the strong 
swirl of the current. "VVe signalled to 
the Viceroy's steamer 11s she passed us 
that we were ashore, and immediately 
the rear guardship Was ordered to take 
up our .post. Soon both steamers were 
lost to sight in the bend of the river 
aud the coming night. I stood on deck 
dazed With the misfortunes which had 
so suddenly befallen me. Hero 1 was, 
after traveling straight from the Dan- 
ube to the Irrawaddy— for China to 
Peru was nothing of n journey to it— 
to bo thwarted in this stupid manner 
just as goal was in sight. Oh. misery! 

The captain, a genial, good-natured 
fellow, seeing my state of mind, said: 
"Villiers, you shall succeed. I am very 
sorry, and I will do nil I can for you. 
Here take one of the boats. I will vol- 
unteer a crew. If you pay them well 
they will get you oil hoard the Viceroy's 
ship before tomorrow morning." 

For the moment I thought, as they 
say in America, that the amiable skip- 
per was "talking through his hat." Hut 
he told me that it Was the custom on 
the Irrawaddy for all vessels to anchor 
at sundown; "so," said lie, "you will 
have plenty of time if your crew pulls 
well. Crive the niggers .plenty of rupees 
and, they will do the trick." 

The boat rattled down the davit lines; 
two rifles and a few rounds of ammuni- 
tion were thrown in. in case of an at- 
tack by pirates, and we at last pushed 
off into the darkness, for the great river 
had turned from molten cold to russet 
aud russet to purple, and was now - a 
sullen inky black. 

1 was making myself as comfortable 
as possible in the stern sheets, when 
presently my feet began to feel very 
cold and clammy, and I discovered water 
rising from the bottom of the boat. "We 
tried to bale, but the water gained upon 
us rapidly. It was a ease of foundering 
or at once getting back to the steamer. 

"Five rupees apiece!" 1 stupidly shout- 
ed, "if we get back before going to the 
bottom." 

•The men seemed to mutter: •"No fear, 
sahib, we are all in the same boat," and 
madly pulled at the oars. 

The water was oozing over the 
wale as we touched the steamer. So 
near a shave was it that three of my 
crew saved us from being swamped 
by jumping clear and clinging to the 
ship's figging. I found that the phis 
was out. or the well ,,f the boat, .-11111 
iu addition to this her ribs had warped, 
for she had been hanging up to the da- 
vits Unused for months. 'She -\vas simply 
a seive. 

"Well." said the captain, 11s I stepped 
on board, "this i s n sot-back, certainly, 
but you shall still succeed, Villiers. You 
shall have my gig. She is decidedly 
larger, and will take a larger crew. It's 
only a question of dollars." 

"Oh. hang the dollars! let me have 
the crew, there's a good fellow," and in 
a few minutes I was pushing off once 
lucre.

This necessitated me placing the 
muzzle of my revolver to the nape of 
the old sinner's neck juni to steady his 
nerves, and in this fashion lie was kepi 
awake till we sighted the A r iceroy's craft 
ju*d'in the eve of the! dawn. 

I stepped 011 board anil reported my- 
self to Lord William Beresford, the 
military secretary, and the Viceroy was 
pleased to receive mo as his guest till 
we landed at 'Mandabiy. All my vicis- 
sil tides bad been crowned with success. 
Here was I in Theebaw's city after 
journeyed twelve thousand miles from 
I 

pin. 

four hours before Her Majesty's mails. 

The next morning there was a great 
function up at the palace. Lord Duf- 
ferlp stood at the fool of the throne 
whereon but a low weeks previously 
King Theohaw, in alt his bloody glory, 

ordered the deeapitiiti .1' eighty of 

bis relatives, consisting of his cousins, 
I1I9 sisters, and his uiinls. and other 
connections hv the score, as he drank 
gin toddy anil Binoked the abnormally 
large cheroot of the country, supported

I be- 
lieve this is done to work their lips into a 
pretty pouting expression, and with this 
simple process they thereby arrive at 
what Mrs, General with much greater 
trouble succeeded in doing with her pu- 
pils, in Dickon's novel of "Little Dorrit," 
by making them say before entering »" 
drawing-room, "papa, potatoes, prunes,' 
and prism."

These ladies of Mamlahiy have n ciis-J 
torn, not wholly peculiar to their coun- 
try, of using an inpalpable white pow- 
der, which they lodge on the surface of 
the face by means of a fluffy feathery 
instrument, one of which I found in 
the .paluce, used no doubt by the Queen's 
iiinidof'-lionor. My lady friends in Eng- 
land, on seeing tiiis trophy in iny stu- 
dio, declared that it was a powder puff. 

The women of Burmoh' : nre certainly, 
on the whole, the prettiest, smartest, 
and cleverest females of the Far 'East. 
They are . smart enough to repair the 
ravages of time by means of the puff, 
and salve, such as "bloom of roses" and 
other mysteries used by their more 
Western sisters; and they are clever 
enough to know that no other costume 
but their own simple garb will suit their 
color and figure, and no better headgear 
can they sport than the llowers which 
they can freshly gather. All business 
transactions are 'conducted by the fairer 
sex in Burmah— at least, there is hardly 
a transaction in which money is con- 
cerned that the men do not consult them 
about. 

'While I was in Mandalay there were 
many dacoities gt l n mild type. Qa- 
coity is a term used for any act <f a 
violent nature against the powers that 
be. and even piracy and burglary come 
within its meaning. Any time between 
sunset and sunrise we would be aroused 
by shots being tired iu the streets. One 
night there was quite a sharp fusillade 
in the vicinity of my house. So close 
was the shooting that an occasional 
piece of lead would tear a hole through 
the mud wall of my room. Sleep be- 
came impossible, and so I dressed and 
hastened outside to the scene of the 
trouble. Melton Prior, of the Illustrated 
News, myself, and a few other Euro- 
peans, made up a temporary police j>a- 
trol, and found that t'.ie disturbance was 
merely a case of common burglary, AVe 
were too late to arrest any of the des- 
peradoes. The house had been entirely 
looted. All the occupants had escaped 
before the miscreants bad attacked it, 
with the exception of an old woman 
who was too old to get away. The 
robbers had fearfully maltreated the old 
creature. In compelling her to divulge 
the whereabouts of the valuables of the 
bouse they had threatened to kill her, 
nnd at each threat hail pricked her body 
with the points of her knives. Her 
skin was punctured in several places 
and was giving her much suffering. The 
wretched old lady was wringing her 
hands and crying piteoiisiv. What 
could wo do for the poor old dame to 
protect those wounds from the irritating 
•lust and dirt? Bandages were of no 
use, for the cuts were so small. 

A happy thought struck us. AVe 
searched our pocket book's for postage 
stamps, and in a few moments her old 
body was covered in odd devices, with 
sufficient postage to frank her from 
Mandalay to the coast. We eventually 
left the poor old creature quietly contem- 
plating her new attire; and soon, drying 
un her tears, she became the smiling 
centre of an admiring circle of friends 
and relatives.

i Although many millious of people ac- 
cept the teachings of Christ the signs 
of the times do not foreshow when these 
(teachings will be applied in every-day 
iife and the brotherhood of man estab- 
lished. Fancy that a Christian of A. 
>D. 103 had been only sleeping, nnd on 
jChristmas day was awakened by the 
salaried church choir of a rich and cul- 
tured congregation singing carols. His 
(first impression would be— after survey- 
ing the grandeur of circumscribed sur- 
•iroundings— that during liis na,p the 
ikingdom of heaven had been establish- 
•ed on enrth. Passing to another scene 
i — the slums of a mighty city — his second 
impression would be that heaven and 
iliell were not far apart. Bewildered

Those persons fortunate enough to own 
Standard Oil stock received a hundsom 
: Christmas present the other day in the 
shape of checks for their share of the 
$12,000,000, representing the fourth and 
last quarterly dividend of the year. The 
■dividend disbursed amounts to $12 per 
share, which is an increase of $2 over 
the. dividend declared at the time last 
year. This brings the total dividends 
lor the year to 44 per cent, or ,?44,- 
000,000 in dividends for tho full year. 

John D. Rockefeller is credited with 
owning :>,'{ per cent of the stock of the 
(Standard Oil Company, and his receipts 
from the earnings of the corporation 
during the current year appear to be 
approximately ifiri.OOO.OOO. 
• Since January 1, }S!)7. the Standard 
Oil Company has* paid to stockholders 
wore than ?27f>,000,000 in dividends. 
Of that amount John D. Rockefeller 
lias received more than $90,000,000. 
'Since lS'Jl the disbursements of the 
company run close to $375,000,000, or 
nearly four times greater than the $100,- 
000,000 capital *toek. 

A fair idea of the magnitude of the 
dividends of tho Standard Oil Com- 
pany may be obtained from the fact 
that the Pennsylvania Railway Com- 
fpanv within the last fiftv-seven vears 
has jiaid something like $215,000,000 to 
Stockholders, or $00,000,000 less than 
the stockholders of the Rockefeller cor- 
poration has received in six years. 

The Dominion government allows) its 
disgraceful fake Alien Labor Act to 
have a place on the statutes of thfe 
country. The law should either bt 
amended to make it workable and use- 
ful, or it should be wiped out entirely. 

The following despatch from Hamil- 
ton to n Liberal paper shows the utter 
nsclessness of the measure. The un- 
desirable foreigners, who are taking the 
places of Canadians, do not come under 
the Act. Only a naturalized American, 
or an American— born of American par- 
ents—can be deported under the Cana- 
dian act. The despatch reads: 
.' "The people of Hamilton are not half 
so proud of the big new works' of the 
International Harvester Company, at 
the east end of the city, as they were a 
few days ago. Laborers who worked in 
the grey iron nnd moulding shops say 
they have been discharged to make room 
for gangs of Creeks, Italians ond other 
foreigners who are being brought in 
from 'Chicago and other American cities, 
-where the concern has been laying off 
linnde right ami left, on account of the 
recent amalgamation. In the two past 
days twenty-live city men have been re- 
leased and the foreigners put in their 
places. Other nliens are said to be on 
tho way to the city. The local men 
were getting 15 cents an hour, and the 
men imported receive only 32% cents. 
All those dismissed are Hamilton men, 
■with wives and families. Some of them 
have been buying homes for themselves 
near the works, and their discharges 
come as a cruel blow." 



John Burns, in a letter recently writ- 
ten to the -Chicago Federation of Labor, 
lias this to say: "It is not true that trade 
unions have killed industrial England as 
ignorautly, wickedly aud selfishly 
serted by Air. J. J. Hill, an American 
railroad boss. Oil the contrary thoy 
have contributed to England's wealth by 
regimenting the workmen, specialising 
their powers, concentrating their pro- 
ductiveness aud largely as a result made 
Britain ihe workshop of the world. They 
havo been active factors in making the 
enormous wealth of this country, anil 
are daily assisting in its more cquttablo 
anil wider distribution by higher wages 
aiul shorter hours. Their collective thrift 
and co-operative benevolence has re- 
lieved much distress and pioneered bu- 
rn nnitaian projects, the burdens of 
Which the rich should havo car- 
ried, and under union guidance the 
ameliorative efforts of trade unions in 
America, if wisely and similarly direct- 
ed, may avert a physical force revolu- 
tion jf they extend rapidly and aro 
helped ,by a free and non-plutocratic 
press.

.„ Journal, referring to the proposals 
of this new. metropolis in regard to tax- 
ation, says: "Touching the matter ot 
taxation and assessment the mayor 
stated that it was proposed that the 
land be taxed according to location,

every other respect. Those who enjoy 
her friendship declares that it is not pos- 
sible to know Princess Alice without 
loving her. She is full of the joy of lite, 
—so dainty— so pretty; yet she bus a 
full sense of responsibility, and is as 
naturally clever nnd accomplished as 
one would expect her to be, considering 
her parentage. She is as good a needle- 
woman as she is a linguist, and as gift- 
ed an artist as she is either. Buskin 
was her lirst reading and she has not 
lowered her ideals.

It is whispered that she 
delights in lending some of her more 
corpulent actor friends q'p and down 
tin' precipitou paths round her home, 
and as she is licet of foot and absoluto- 
ry fearless, her companions usually ar- 
rive back at the fort in a state of per- 
spiring exhaustion, and with a resolute 
determination never again 'to venture 
60 far afield with their fair hostess. 

Of the many brilliant and wealthy 
American women who have made Eng- 
land their home in consequence of their 
marriage to titled Englishmen, two. 
Lily, Duchess of .Mnlborougb, ami Cora, 
Lady Strafford, stand out ns being par- 
ticularly interesting because their sepa- 
rate careers bear a quite extraor- 
dinary similinrity the one lo the other. 
Lily, Duchess of Mnlborough, began life 
as .Miss Lillian Price, the daughter of a 
distinguished, but by no means wealthy, 
American naval oilier. In earliest youth 
he became the wife of a .Now York 
.Mr. 1 Iamniersly. and it was 
his widow that she went to Europe 
an'! met the late Duke of Mnlborough, 
and shortly after Anglo-American so- 
ciety was electrified by the news of their 
marriage. The new Duchess filled a dif- 
ficult position with consummate tact and 
sense. She became much esteemed and 
respected by the whole C'hurcllill family, 
and accordingly When she was left a 
widow a second time, she elected to 
continue living in tier adopted country. 
Three years later she became a wife foi 
a third time, and it may be said with 
mil fear of contradiction, that her third 
choice was by far the most distinguish- 
ed. Colonel Lord William Beresford 
was famed, as a sportsman, as a man 
of the world, and as a thorough good fel- 
low wherever the English language is 
spoken. 

The Duchess chose to keep her su- 
perior title, and she and Lord "Bill" 
Beresford. as be was always culled by 
his friends, set up their houselilll gods 
at "The Deepdene," one of the loveliest 
of the stately homes of England, Many 
and warm were the congraiilations show- 
ered on the popular pair when they 
became the parents of a little son. Then 
with tragic suddenness came the illness 
and death of Lord William Beresford. 
Since this sad event the Duchess bus 
lived very quietly, devoting herself whol- 
ly to her child, and becoming more and 
-more loved ami respected in the neigh- 
borhood of her country home. 

Cora, I .aily Strafford, was Miss Cora 
Smith, of .New York, when she was woo- 
ed and won by the late Mr. Samuel Col- 
gate, the clever American, who was, in 
bis day, what "rears" is now to Great 
Britain. On becoming n widow, Mrs. 
Colgate went to ICnglnnd, nnd soon mad" 
a considerable place for herself in cos- 
mopolitan society, .for she was clever, 
good looking and charming. Among 
those who much admired the fair Amer- 
ican was Lord Strofford, one of Queen 
■Victoria's most trusted friends and ser- 
vants, n yalun.ble member of the Royal 
household, and a widower, his wife 
having died many years before. His. 
engagement to Mrs. 'Colgate uocordiiiglv 
arouscd much much interest In the great 
world. Among those who serbo-sly o"U- 
gratulaled him on his second 'choice 
being the bite sovereign. Alter n year 
ot happy married life the union of Lord 
and Lady Strafford was cut tragically 
Short by the former's death, from nn ac- 
cident. 'Phis took place five years ago, 
and quite recently the widow's engage-
